The data from the CNE Long-Term Provider Annual Report was
reviewed. All reports were due by July 31, 2020. There are 5
providers that did not submit a report in 2019 or 2020. 60-9-107
states if a provider does not continue to meet the criteria for a
current approval, approval may be withdrawn or conditions may be
applied by the Board after giving the approved provider notice and
an opportunity to be heard. Mercy Hospital in Fort Scott has
closed. Carol will confer with Jan about sending a notice to
delinquent providers (education department and administrator).

LTPs have asked what options they have when presenting virtual

CNE through a platform such as Zoom, when a physical signature

is not possible. Regulation states there must be a signed roster. The
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committee agreed that changing regulation is not the answer but
acknowledging various methods of an electronic signature would
be appropriate. An electronic signature, an attestation, a user-
specific ID code were all suggested.
